Indianapolis, Nov. 24. 
The sale of 
beer or other Intoxicants except by li­ 
censed saloons Ih prohibited in a de­ 
cision just rendered by the state su­ 
preme court. The decision Is regarded 
as being the most drastic delivered by 
any of the higher courts of the middle 
states on the liquor question. 
Up to 
the present private consumers have 
been abb' to have their beer delivered 
at their homes direct by the brewer­ 
ies. 
They have also been permitted to 
buy their liquors direct from whole­ 
sale houses. 
This decision takes that 
privilege from them. 
It provides that 
brewers aud wholesalers shall sell only 
to licensed saloon keepers and that the 
public shall buy only from the saloons. 
The decision was rendered In the 
case of Jam es Skelton, agent for a 
brewing company nt T erre Haute, who i 
was convicted on the charge of sell­ 
ing to a private consumer in wholesale 
quantity. 
The prosecution was under J 
what is known as the Beardsley law 
regulating the sale of Intoxicants by I 
pharmacists.

whether citizens can buy from dealers 
in other states. 
F o r instance in S ey ­

representative from a brewery located 
in another state.

Never before was the whole civilized 
world so Interested in a geograph leal 
achievement, and so excited over it, as 
when two intrepid explorers emerged 
from the arctic regions, during the 
first week in September, and each a n ­ 
nounced that he had raised the Am eri­ 
can flag at the north pole. 
Dr. F re d ­ 
erick A. Cook was the first to re tu rn 
with the astonishing intelligence th a t 
he had reached the goal. 
Only five 
days 
later 
C om m ander HR-obert 
E. 
Peary, who has devoted m any years of 
his life to tho quest, announced th a t 
he had “nailed the S tars and S tripes 
to the north pole.” 
Scientific men are 
doubtless correct w hen they tell us 
th a t the discovery of the pole adds 
nothing of value to the sum of hum an 
knowledge. 
Yet 
the 
most 
learned 
among them surely 
felt the 
thrill 
which w as experienced by the great 
m ultitude of men at the thought of 
the conquest of the w hole globe by 
man. 
There is som ething that appeals 
to the im agination of the dullest in 
the spectacle of a m an who has braved 
the hardships and perils of the frozen 
North, standing at th e point w here 
there is no east, no west, no north; 
where the polar star is directly In the 
zenith, although invisible in the per- 
po’ual daylight of April; 
w here no 
m an has ever stood before. 
But there 
i re two men who declare that they 
stood 
there. 
Most 
unfortunately 
a 
great controversy has arisen as to the 
claim of one of them th a t he reached 
th e pole. 
Com m ander Peary, by his 
experience, and by his frank confes­ 
sions of failure on several previous 
expeditions, has prepared the world to 
accept his assertion of success as be­ 
yond th e possibility of question. More­ 
over, he was com petent to m ake the 
observations which prove his asser­ 
tion, and he brings the r«-Mult with 
him. 
Doctor lo o k is less known as an 
explorer, and there were those who 
doubted his success before Peary was 
heard from. 
On the other hand, a 
host of scientific men believe th a t he 
could not have been m istaken in be­ 
lieving that he reached the goal. 
He 
also declares that he brings his proof 
with him. 
The controversy is one for 
scientific mea to settle. 
M eanwhile it 
is hest, provisionally, to believe th a t 
both were successful. 
They were both 
Americans, 
and 
the 
glory 
of 
the 
achievement, w hether 
it is 
Peary's 
alone, or w hether he m ust sharo It 
w ith Dr. Cook, belongs to America.

teachers who in addition to an ava 
domic education m ust be versed 
in 
botany, 
geology, 
chem istry, physics, 
/oology aud natural lii.story. 
At 
a 
tim e 
when nothing is doing In the 
fields, frcvn November to March, these 
schools are open, and tho peasants for 
a nominal fee can af tend courses on 
cultivation and fertilization of tho soil, 
the proper rotation of crops on the 
name land, the best sources for good 
seeds, irrigation amt 
the raising of 
stock. 
They are m ade acquainted with 
Im provem ents and new inventions in 
agricultural implements, the adoption 
of which can bo recommended. 
They 
are taught 
the 
rudim ents of book­ 
keeping and other commercial knowl­ 
edge 
essential 
for 
tho 
up to date 
farm er. 
“ In the spring after these farm ers 
have returned to th eir work in the 
fields it becomes the duty of the teach­ 
ers who instructed them during the 
w inter to travel from county to coun 
ty ami to act as ad\ isers to the farm ­ 
ers. 
Mitch good results from the tra v ­ 
els of these teachers. 
By practical sug­ 
gestion to the farm ers 
they Induce 
them to m ake valuable im provements 
in the cultivation of their farms. 
“The w andering 
teacher 
helps to 
form co-operative clubs for the Joint 
interests of a num ber of farmer* in 
one d istric t 
From tim© to time the 
teacher has to lecture in these clubs 
on any subject which m ight prove of 
Interest to the members. 
These visits 
and lectures u> the different districts 
are entirely free to the people, since 
the state assumes all expenses. 
There 
Is probably no other country in the 
world in which so much Is done by the 
stat* for its rural inhabitants as is the 
case in Bavaria. 
Other German states 
have these agricultural 
schools, but 
their teachers are not sent in such a 
practical way direct 
to 
the 
places 
where they can do the most good, as 
is done in Bavaria 
The results of this 
commendable 
care 
have 
been 
very 
gratifying.” 
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Before he had finished he had t * ^ ti as la; south as Klci- 
kiang on the Yang-tse-kiang, as far north as Khada- 
kovsk, north of M anchuria, and east and west from 
Ningpo to Han knit.

He left Shanghai by steam er for Chifu and from there 
went on to Shun hai-kuan, a place on the Chinese E ast­ 
ern Railway a lo u t a third of the way from T ientsin to 
Mukden. 
Here he found a species of w alnut with a shell 
so thin th a t it can he broken between the fingers a* 
easily as that of a peanut, w rites Owen W ilson in tbe 
W orld's Work. 
From Shanhai-kuan he went down by 
rail to Peking, w here he spent some m onths visiting 
gardens in and around the ( tty and exam ining the many 
kinds of fruit and vegetables th a t were brought into the 
city's m ark ets 
Among cither things which he discov­ 
ered that promised to be useful in th is c ou ntry was a 
seedless, Rwe**t persim m on, which grows in the valley 
of the Ming tombs, about forty miles from the city. 
T here are persim m on tree* a-plenty in this country now, 
but no one ever saw* any persim m ons in a fru it m arket. 
They are a delicious fruit, but, when ripe, they become 
so sfdt that they will not stand shipment# and our per­ 
simmon trees are useful chiefly to tho negroes In the 
South as places in which to look for 'possum. 
But th* Peking persim m ons are different. 
They are 
larm-r than ours, and swe**t and firm when ripe. 
In the spring of 1906 he started for M anchuria, going 
first to Peking again 
and thence by railroad to Niu- 
chuang. where he was held by the Japanese effielals, 
who refused to allow him to go any fu rth er into the 
country.

Frank N. Meyer of th© United States Department of Agricul­ 
ture has return ed to Washington, after aq absence of three years, 
during which time he has traversed a goodly section of China 
and has gone through Corea into Manchuria and Siberia in 
search of plants, grains, fruits, etc., that might tend to enrich 
the farms of the United States. 
The United States has spent 
large sum s of money searching unknown plants and cereals with 
which to improve American farms, and already some valuable 
varieties have been introduced. 
Japanese rice, which has mate­ 
rially aided a great industry in Texas and Louisiana, and Durum 
wheat tieing among the best examples. 
On the trip which he 
has just concluded, Mr. Meyer made a very extensive collection, 
from which it is hoped some valuable specimens will be de­ 
veloped. 
Such explorations, leading one into little known re­ 
gions, are naturally accompanied by more or less adventure. 
Mr. Meyer began his three years of travel in th© East in 190S. 
consul spent six weeks arguing with General Ochial, 
who was In command. 
But it w*as fruitless talk. 
The 
general’s final decision was that, since Manchuria was 
a dangerous country, and since Mr. Meyer was a citi­ 
zen of the United States, a friendly power which had 
been of great assistance to Japan during the war, he 
could not allow Mr. Meyer to go into the country except 
along one or two main thoroughfares; for, if anything 
should happen, he would be responsible for the misfor­ 
tune of an American citizen. 
He would, however, grant 
permission for travel into Corea if that was desired. 
It 
being the best that could be had, Mr. Meyer accepted 
this permission and went up to Mukden to fit out for 
the Journey which ultimately brought him into those 
p arts of Manchuria to which he wished to go; and he 
achieved this also without violating the permission 
granted by General Ochiai. 
From Mukden to Liao-yang there was a road th a t per­ 
m itted the use of Chinese carts; but when the party 
b*ft there and turned southeast tow ard Antling on the 
Core&n boundary a t the Gulf of Pe-chl-ll, Mr. Meyer and 
his seven m en were on foot and his baggage was packed 
on five small M anchurian ponies. 
In this m ann er he 
traveled 1,800 miles, for the m ost part through a wild 
and unknow n m ountain country to Vladivostok. 
His 
little company left Mukden early in Ju n e and arrived 
in Vladivostok early in September, having walked, on 
an average, tw enty miles a day for ninety days. 
In one d istrict in the m ountains the party could find 
no food and they had to live on boiled oats for fourteen 
days, which w as a ra th e r slim diet for men who wero 
m aking tw enty miles a day on foot in a rough country. 
T he people, however, though curious, were friendly, 
and on the whole trip through the m ountains hundreds 
of m iles from any person to whom he could appeal and 
am ong people who had never seen a white man. 
Mr. 
Mayer was never even threatened wdth personal vio­ 
lence.

There are de­ 
cided differences of opinion through­ 
out the United States and the situa­ 
tion Is made the more confusing be* 
cause of the exceedingly active agita­ 
tion of those who have materials or 
patented machinery to sell. 
The department of agriculture is con­ 
ducting an experiment in connection 
with Cornell University which should 
he of Immense help to road makers 
and county commissioners. 
A high­ 
way in New York which bears a heavy 
traffic Is divided Into sections of IOO 
yards each and different forms of ma­ 
terial 
are 
laid 
macadam, 
granite, 
slag. tarred stone and asphalt prepara­ 
tion*. 
A careful account Is kept, rec­ 
ords made of the time necessary to lay 
the roadbed and the conditions under 
which It was necessary to work. 
The road will be completed this fall.

to imt th** roads of their State in such 
a condition as to materially lower the 
cost of marketing Hie products of the 
soil, aud thus building up tile prosper­ 
ity which an increased surplus brings 
to communities a* well as Individuals. 
In many sections of the country the 
various farmers' organizations are tak­ 
ing active interest in the legislation, 
din tossing the provisions of various 
measures and, in some cases, keeping 
representatives at the State capitals 
for the purpose of advising with the 
members of the legislatures, so that 
when enactments are made they shall 
he along lines which will produce the 
greatest benefit with the least expendi­ 
ture. 
All of which goes to show that a 
great majority of the people of the 
country are vitally Interested. 
Stu­ 
dents of history are familiar with the 
fact that In ail the ages when a ma­ 
jority of the people of any country 
possessed any particular desire the 
object of that desire was always forth­ 
coming within a limited 
period 
of 
time. 
Sometimes it required patience 
and quiet work, sometimes hard fight­ 
ing, aud even revolution; but it came 
to pass as surely as water seeks Its 
level.

CONSERVING TIM BER SUPPLY. 


On® A e r ® of P o N t t U n d X w d e d f o r 
K u r i l e f t t e e n . 
According to a bulletin Issued by 
the Forest Service, there Is at present 
an unfortunate lack of authoritative, 
scientific Information In regard to re­ 
production, either natural or artificial, 
of American forests, to their growth, 
and to the best time and methods of 
cutting them, the New York Post says. 
The recent endowment of the Morris 
K. Jessup chair of silviculture, at the 
Yale Forest School, should render pos­ 
sible the collection of much data on 
th*ae subjects and Its widespread dis­ 
semination. 
The bulletin says: 
"The Fnlted States has been so rich­ 
ly endowed with natural resources that 
the thought of conserving our woods 
has come late. 
We Trave been unavoid­ 
ably Ignorant and therefore excusably 
heedless. 
By 
a 
careful conspectus 
made within the Last two years of all 
tho wooded area of the country, It has 
been learned that our total stand of 
timber I* now between 1,500,000,000,- 
000 and 2,000,000,000,000 feet. 
In a 
score of years consumption has been 
doubling on population, and lumber 
prices have shot up. 
“ In President 
Madison’s 
day 
the 
States east of 
the Mississippi com­ 
prised over 1,000,000 square miles, or 
700,000,000 acres. 
To-day there are 
not over 300,000 square miles, or 210,- 
000,000 a* r*a of merchantable forest 
left In this section. 
At present about 
21 per cent of our lands is devoted to 
agriculture, a half century hence it 
will probably be 50 per cent. 
“ We had 113,000,000 acres In farms 
in Lincoln's day, we have 415,000,000 
to-day. 
For each citizen there la re­ 
quired one full acre of foreart land, if, 
In the coming 
years, 
the 
United 
States is to be self-sustaining as re­ 
gards its lumber supply. 
At present 
each 
citizen has 
seven 
and three- 
fourths acres to draw from, but In 
truth he is actually drawing from an 
accumulated surplus of sixteen acres 
per Inhabitant. 
At this rate we face 
a timber famine in a comparatively 
few years. 
“Our 
national 
forests form 
only 
about one fifth of our wooded lands, 
four-fifths being private forests. 
It Is 
essential, therefore, to have the gener­ 
al 
principles of forestry understood 
and practiced. 
This endowment will 
help materially toward actual conser­ 
vation of our wooded areas and refor­ 
esting of those already laid waste.”

brass float, similar

dydrometer, 
which is placed in 
a cylinder of wa­ 
ter. 
The 
instru­ 
ment floats 
stead­

position, 
and sup-

on which a cream 
bottle and a nine-

are placed. 
Small,

S k i m M i l k . 
At the West 
Virginia experiment 
station it has been found that skint 
milk for feeding laying hens is worth 
from IF, to 2 cents a quart. 
Other 
experiments have fully proved that It 
has equally as great value for feed­ 
ing pigs. 
Figuring at this rate, the milkman 
who sells whole milk is sidling from 
60 to 80 cents’ worth of skim milk to 
each can, and 
the 
general 
market 
prices of a can of milk is close around 
$1.25, 
Now, this can of milk contains 
enough cream to make four pounds 
of butter, which is worth about $1, 
leaving only about 25 cents for the 
skim milk sold, or a loss of from 35 
to 55 cents on each can ov*>r making 
the cream into butter and feeding the 
skint milk. 
Also, when the milk Is 
fed on the farm 
more fertilizer is 
made, which 
makes 
the difference 
still greater in favor of keeping and 
feeding the skim milk. 
Where ine can secure select trade 
for whole milk at extra price it will 
pay to sell the whole milk and buy 
extra feeds and fertilizers, but sell­ 
ing whole milk at less than $1 for a 
40-quart can I-* not profitable when 
one considers the future of the land 
on which he Is dairying. 


Now C o r n 
f e e d i n g . 
Not all farmers appreciate the value 
of feeding new corn. 
When handled 
properly more good results can Im* ob­ 
tained from it than front any oth* r 
crop grow'n. 
When fed in the green 
stage, from the time when grains are 
in the milk till they become hard and 
the blades dry up, horses and cattle 
will eat almost, if not all, of the en­ 
tire plant, and sheep and hogs will 
eat much of it, utilizing to advantage 
all there is in the crop. 
New corn, 
just after it has passed the roasting 
ear stage, is one of the best feeds for 
poultry, both young and old, and hens 
will lay eggs much better than on old 
corn. 
There is no feed much better 
for fattening horses and colts, as well 
as cattie, than new corn. 
We always plant some very early, 
medium and the patches of corn to be 
cut and fed whole in late summer and 
fall. 
In this way we have the best 
of feed for the stock in August, Sep­ 
tember and October, one-fourth of the 
year. 
While the new corn is being 
fed none of the stock requires much 
other feed, and the grain in the bin 
and the hay in the mow are saved.

There must be a proper balance of 
air and water to have the soil work 
go on.

In such a case other 
things must he incorjKjrated with the 
sand of the soil, such as muck, lkne. 
humus, fertilizer, to give It the power 
to retain the moisture film. 


I>nlr> Iou in Winier* 
There are many advantages In hav­ 
ing cows come irish in winter, when 
all dairy products sell at a high price. 
In many places the price of butter 
is front 25 to 50 per cent higher in 
winter than in summer. 
When the cows calve in the spring 
they generally milk well until the pas­ 
tures dry up. when the flow of milk 
quickly falls off. so that by the time 
stable feeds begin the cows are almost 
dried up. 
Now, if the cows come fresh 
in the fall, they produce a good flow 
of milk during the winter months, 
and 
In 
the spring, when 
they are 
turned on the grass, this acts as a 
second freshening and thus lengthens 
the period of milk production. 
Another distinct advantage in wan­ 
ter dairying is that during this sea­ 
son the firm er is not so busy with 
other work, consequently he can give 
more time to the care of the cows, 
the milk and the cream than Is possi­ 
ble during the busy season of the 
year. 
When winter dairying becomes 
more generally practiced, the subject 
of winter feeds will be given more at­ 
tention. 
Of these silage is one of the 
most Important, since one acre of good 
silage material will yield as much feed 
as three acres of pasture. 


W nmfffiil Keo lorn y. 
The number of people Is small, wt© 
believe, who, knowing that through 
their fault some mist ake of an injuri­ 
ous nature has been made, would want 
only to attach the blame to Innocent 
parties.

herds into cabbage, rape and turn#)

heavy fronts, and the milk thus tainted 
was sent in, with the result of causing 
inferiority In the creamery’s output. 
Aside from th# fact that we should 
not judge too hastily or he too ready 
to charge moral turpitude, the discern­ 
ing farmer will understand front the 
case In point that feeding the stock 
any old thing to prevent waste may 
he the means of producing greater de­ 
struction.

No matter how' poultry may excel 
in shape, color, and size, a malform­ 
ed comb ami bad lobes will detract 
front the chances of success, esjtecial- 
ly In the non-sittiug or Mediterranean 
breeds, where the ornamental head­ 
gear. or comb, is so conspicuously at­ 
tractive.

UTILIZING THE SOIL. 
MEH I CAN farmers are brelan! ng to learn 
A 


that old methods will not always fit new 
conditions, aud that it is possible largely 
to Increase their profits by Intelligent 
study of scientific agriculture. 
Through 
the efforts of the government, aided by 
various railroads, thousands of farmers 
throughout the West have acquired a broader knowledge 
of their industry. 
Nevertheless much remains to be ac* 
compllsned before they realize all the possibilities that 
lie In the soil. 
Men who, like James J. Hill, feel some 
solicitude/in regard to the future of American farming, 
may be overapprehensive. 
Their warnings, however, 
are too serious lightly to be set aside. 
Experts declare that the United States will contain 
200,000,000 people by the middle of the century. 
In 
view of the steadily rising price of farm products, this 
suggests serious question whether agricultural produc­ 
tion will keep pace with the Increase In the number to 
be 
fed. 
The solution undoubtedly lies in improved 
farming methods that will give the maximum productiv­ 
ity to every acre of land. 
As land becomes more scarce 
the demand for education along this line will steadily In­ 
crease. 
These conditions are responsible for development of 
the Department of Agriculture from nn Insignificant be­ 
ginning to one of the most im portant and far-reaching 
departments of the government. The prospects are that 
it will assume even greater importance during the next 
twenty years. 
Some of the problems that accompany 
our rapid Increase In population can be met through no 
other agency.—Chicago Journal.

In regard to one limited group of families the tend­ 
ency of many boy® with the boat chances in life to 
weaken their will power, by taking steadily in college 
the line of least resistance, can be measured against the 
statistics of Its results.

life.

ERMA PS one of the most significant lndl 
cations of the faith that men of large af­ 
fairs have In the continued prosperity of 
the country is the extensive borrowings of 
New York banks in European money m ar­ 
kets.

and Paris to the extent of $400,000,000. This Is rem ark­ 
able when money is not scarce in New York aud the 
rotes of interest continue low. 
The most plausible explanation is that this money 
is for the American railroads which are preparing to 
make extensive improvements In the near future in or­ 
der to keep pacq with the demands which It Is expected 
the expanding commerce of the country will make upon 
them.

Indeed, the traffic of the country is swelling at 
a rate which threatens again to swamp the transporta­ 
tion facilities, which have not been materially Increased 
since they proved to be so Inadequate two years ago.—

Eastern and Western Ideas 
may differ widely on tills point, and often for the best 
of reasons. The average Western city lias different at­ 
tractions to offer than its Eastern sisters, and naturally 
it adopts different methods to bring them to the atten 
Hon of the country at large.—Snringfield Union.

There are 
already many more miles of railway 
in the vuat empire than In any other 
country In tho world excepting the 
United States, and Russian railways 
are still only In their Infancy. 
It la of course quite true that there 
are now In the United States more 
miles of railway than In all Europe 
and almost as many an in all the rest 
of the world pat together, and that our 
territory is so large and aa yet so far 
from complete 
development that we 
shall probably keep the lend as far as 
railway enterprise is concerned for a 
long t itll** t*i come. 
But in taking 
these largo views, 
says Moody’s Magazine, we have for­ 
gotten th at Russia Is two and half 
times im large as all th** United States 
put together with a population more 
than half as large again as our own; 
that in territorial ox o ut It is more 
than twice an large as all Europe; that 
It stretches across th# world for 17® 
degrees of longitude 
nearly half way 
around the globe 
and that It Includes 
one-sixth of the land surface of the 
planet. 
It Is not surprising that In such a 
country railways should have had a 
large development, that already there 
Is a considerable mileage and that the 
prospects in this direction seem ta 
have no limit. 
In the future Russia 
and the United States are likely to di­ 
vide the railway empire of the world 
between them.
